Bernstorff, who, since his call trom 
Turkey, has been acting technically i s 
foreign secretary, under the socialist 
j government, gave the United Press 
I today the first public utterance whi -h

and right,” declared Bernstorff. 
“They are confident, that, under the 
leadership of President Wilson, such 
a league can t>e inaugurated at th©

‘FREEDOM OF THE SEAS' 


A m ong th e strange* outgivings, p ro ­ 


fessin g to reveal th e attitu d e of the 


U nited S ta te s a t th e P aris Peace con­ 


ference, is one im p u tin g to it a desire 


fo r a definite law establishing the 


seas as an in te rn atio n a l highw ay, gov­ 


erned by th e law of all nations com ­ 


bined, not by the law s of individual 


nations. 


The plain im plication is th a t 
a t 


p rese n t the seas a rc not free for the 
use of every n atio n —th a t in tern atio n ­ 
al law does not govern th is use, and 
t h a t any nation which 
is stro n g 
enough can compel all others to abide 
by laws p ro m ulgated by itself alone- 
T here could not be a g re a te r m iscon­ 
ception of conditions as they exist. 
Tile fact is in ternational law a t sea 
is based upon tradition and precedent, 
ju st exactly as international law on 
land. 
Each new sta te m en t of it has 
accepted certain fundam ental princi­ 
ples governing w h atev er new rules it 
m ight seek to lay down. 
N atu rally 
there have been wide differences in 
th e interp retatio n of these principles. 
“The 
F reedom 
of 
the 
S eas” 
it 
should be observed, is a phrase which 
m ay mean an y th in g or nothing. The 
sea is in tru th “an international h ig h ­ 
w ay,” to be used a t will by all; but 
like all other h ighw ays it m ust not be 
used law lessly. 
I t would be intolerable if there w ere 
no restrictions of freedom , no law of 
the sea to forbid practices inimical to 
the cemmoij good, from piracy 
up. 
There is in fac t no real difference of 
opinion am ong civilized nations as to 
th is law in tim e of peace. 
But th ere has never been a tim e 
when the m aritim e nations did not use 
in tim e of w ar, every legitim ate w eap­ 
on which sea power gave them. 
T h e ,Am erican civil w a r 
w as 
won 
prim arily by sea power. W ithout the 
sea power of G reat Britain the 
w ar 
with G erm any would have been lost. 
Now international law is based upon 
common ag reem en t 
It has never in 
th e past been possible to embody in it 
an y provision to which one or more 
powerful nation did not object. T hat 
is why it is fa ir to assum e th at any
